Hints Are Circulated That 
Commissioners, Who Sanc- 
tioned Edict, Are Prepar- 
ing to Declare an Emer- 
gency and Suspend 8- 
Hour Day. 


Captains of the 14 police districts must 
see that their men do police duty prop- 
erly or “suffer the consequences,” ac- 


cording to general order 217, issued Fri- 
day afternoon by Acting Chief of Po- 
Lice Gillaspy and sanctioned by the 
of Police Commissioners. The 
order ta said to be the most drastic ever 
issued by the head of the Police Depart- 
ment. 

‘To politicians, who have been anxious- 
ly expecting a big police shakeup, the 
order apparently was inspired by the 
fact that Chief William Young, whose 
pfficial head has been hanging in the 
balance, is convalescing from pneumo- 
nia, and is expected back at his desk in 
a few days. They believe the Police 
Board is taking advantage of the Chief's 
absence to charge the entire department 
with inefficiency. That, in the opinion 
of Democratic workers, would form a 
basis for charges against Chief Young 
and would = the way for his dismis- 
sal. *! 

ut the rank and file of the depart- 
ment is said to Lada ifferent meaning 
in the order” The’ ‘escape of the two 
payroll robbers jast week and the subse- 
quent bungliné“by almost every captain 
and _policeman who handled the case, 
was the climax of a series of police mis- 
haps and delinquencies, that, in the 
minds of the patrolmen themselves, re- 
sulted in the issuance of the order. 

Acting Chief Gillaspy, asked to com- 
ment on the order, said it spoke for 
itself. The order to police captains fol- 
lows: 

Effective and vigorous steps MUST 
BE TAKEN immediately to stop the 
many robberies and other crimes that 
are being committed daily in all sec- 
tions of the city. The utter failure to 
arrest any of those guilty of these 
crimes shows that something is rad- 
ically wrong and on you rests the re- 
sponsibility of ascertaining what it is. 
If your men were doing even ordinary 
police work, ‘many of these crimes 
would be prevented and some arrests 
made. 

In some precincts the men are not 
even walking their beats. I have 
seen With my own eyes groups of 
three or four officers standing on 

‘reet corners talking. Some of them 
“kill time” by reading newspapers. 
Such instances show that Sergeants 
are neglecting their duty. You will 
see that they do their work properly 
or suffer the consequences. 

There must be a prompt and jle- 
c. @ improvement all along the line 
and it is up to you to see that there 
is. Loafing on the part of anybody 
will r ~e tolerated. 

Fre. _now on you will see that your 
men are instructed tn Jiu Jitsu on 
their own time. Every officer owes 
the city efght hours of active and 
intelligent police work and it must 
be forthcoming.

Captain Frimuth Calls At- 
tention to Lack of Fire 
Walls, Exposed Stairways, 
Mattresses and Oil in Base- 
ment and Wooden Con- 
struction. 


OLYMPIC THEATER IS 
SEVERELY CRITICISED 


Captain Ogulin Declares in 
Report “It Would Be 
Hard to Get People Out 
in Case of Fire During 
Performance.” 


Fire Captains Charies J. Frimuth of 
Engine Company No. 50 and George 
R. Ward of Hook and Ladder Company 
No. 19, in a report to Chief Swingley, 
Saturday, after an investigation of the 
Buckingham Hotel Annex, declared that 
it is ‘‘a fire trap—worst there is.”’ 

The Buckingham Annex is at King’s 
highway and West Pine boulevard, and 
is operated in connection with the 
Buckingham Hotel. 

The report describes the Buckingham 
Annex as a four-story brick building 
with a basement. It declares the stair- 
ways are not inclosed, there are no fire- 
walls, no ladder leading from the upper 
floor to the roof, and no automatic 
sprinklers. Comment is made upon the 
fact that the nearest fire alarm box is 
at Euclid avenue and West Pine boule- 
vard, a long block away. 

Commenting upon the conditions found 
in the Buckingham Annex, the _ report 
says: 

“We find conditions most alarming. 
In the basement, in the front room. 
there are a lot of old mattresses, and 
under the main entrance stairway, which 
le of wood construction, are.aletaed. 
chairs and mattresses. Basement has 
wooden partitions. The construction of 
the building is bad. A fire trap—worst 
there is.’’ 

Mention also is made in the report of 
the fact that from two to three gallons 
of oil are stored in the basement. 

Clymplie Is Criticised. 

Capt. James Ogulin of hook and 1ad- 
der company No 4 submitted his re- 
port on the Olympic Theater. He said: 

“This is not a fireproof building. It 
seats 2400 people. There is only one 
fire escape on the west side from the 
balcony to alley and one fire escape 
from gallery to alley. The stairs on 
the east side are built of wood. It 
would be hard to get people out of the 
building in case of fire during a per- 
formance.”’ 

The Olympic 1s in the same building 
as the St. James Hotel, of which Lieut. 
John Healy said Friday: 

“This building is not fireproof. The 
joists are not substantial. It is not safe 
to be used as a hotel. There is an old 
elevator shart, south of the elevator, 
not in use. This would be very bad 
in case of fire, as it would cause a 
draft.”’ 

Reports upon two other West End 
buildings were filed by Fire Captain John 
F. O’Donnell of Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany No. 18. The structures were the 
Forest Park University at Clayton ave- 
nue and Billon street and the Highlan@s 
Retreat hotel and saloon at Clayton 
avenue and Graham street. Of the For- 
est Park University building Capt. 
O’Donnell says: 

Fire Escapes Obstructed.

Fleeing Member Crushed by Debris A‘ter He 
Had Rushed Through Flame in Flimsy 
Structure That Became a Flue.

The finding of John J. Ratz’s body at the foot of the so-called 
inside fire escape, where he was crushed by falling debris at the 
very threshold to safety, emphasizes that this eseape was a make- 
shift affair of little or no value as a life-saver except in the first 


few moments of the fire.

The revolver and hat are believed to be 
the property of Norman Hancock, one of 
the victims. 

Body Thought to Be Hammer's. 

Friends of Marx Hammer, president 
of the Neustetter Suit & Cloak Co., be- 
lieve his body is one of the unidentified 
ones at the morgue. They base their 
opinion on the smaliness of the body. 
it is so badly burned that his friends 
have abandoned hope of being able to 
identify it positively. They had planned 
to have an examination made of his 
kidneys in an effort to find a scar left 
by an operation for gall stones severa! 
vears ago, but were advised by Dr. E. 
A. Scharff that there would be no scar 
sufficient to aid in identification. 


Carl Strauss. who occupied a room on 
the sixth floor with Bert Crouch, who 
was killed, climbed up to the room in 
the afternoon with Detectives Blanch- 
field and Smyth to search for jewelry. 
They found watches, diamond rings 
and pins, the estimated value of which 
is $2000. Half of it was the property of 
Strauus and the other half of Crouch. 
Strauss took possession of his property 
and that belonging to Crouch was turned 
over to M. A. C. officials. 

John N. Virdin, chairman of the M. A. 
(", committee which has been checking 
up the list of guests, said he was of the 
epinion that neither James Monroe of 
Chicago, nor Ralph M. Long of Kansas 
City, when a morning paper Saturday 
mentioned as among the probable vic- 
tims, was in the fire. 

Virden said there was no record of 
Monroe being at the club and that he 
Lad been unable to find any member 
who knew anything of Monroe -being 
there. He said Long was a member and 
rad belongings in the club but was 
thought not to have been there Sunday 
night. The report that Monroe was in 
the fire came from W. R. Maddern of 
Webster Groves, who said Monroe told

After spending the evening away from 
the club, Bishop said, he returned there 
between 11 o'clock and midnight. He 
gaw a party of men and women going to 
the dining room and saw other men and 
women coming down on the elevators. 
This was not unusual at that hour. 

He Had Net Retired. 

“I went to my room and removed my 
outer clothing, except my shoes and 
‘stockings, and sat there in my pajamas, 
reading and smoking,’ said Bishop. 
“After reading awhile I went to the 
washroom. There I met Mr. Bloom and 
Mr. Leonard. I chaffed Leonard about 
being up so late. As I returned to my 
room I met the night watchman in the 
corridor. I knew he was making his 1 
o’clock rounds. I returned to my room 
and read again. Looking up I saw a 
light in the street. I thought it was from 
those temporary lamps they sometimes 
use. when they are repairing the street 
car tracks. 

“Then I heard a wild shriek. 
sounded like a boy or possibly a wome- 
an. I ran to the window and looked 
out. At first I thought Kennard’s store, 
across the street, was on fire. I opened 
the window and saw that flames were 
coming from the three windows nearest 
Fourth street on the third floor—the 
cGining room floor of the club. 


“T heard the telephone in my roomy]: 


ring, and answered it, but received no 
reply. Then I heard telephone bells 
ringing in many other rooms. I put on 
my clothes and picked up my watch 
from the bed. 

Indistinct Remembrance of Escape. 

“T have an indistinct recollection of 
getting out on the fire escape. The side- 
walk seemed a mile away. I saw flames 
coming from several fioors above the 
third floor toward the east end of the 
building. Two streams of water struck 
near me. I remember that I thought it 
foolish they should turn the water there 
when the fire was at the other side of 
the building. I said to myself, ‘Why 
don’t they turn it on the fire?’ 

“IT didn’t care to look down. I was 
afraid I would lose my balance. How 
I got down I do not know. My impres- 
sion is that I braced myself and slid 
down the spiral fire escape. My arms 
and body are bruised. 

Dia Not Hear Explosion, 

“After I got down someone called me 
by name, but I couldn’t recognize him. 
I was conscious of people around me 
and of a constant stir. I saw persons 
coming down the fire escape, but I 
heard no more cries. I did not hear 
any explosion. 

‘I stood across the street and watched 
the fire. I couldn’t understand how it 
spread so quickly from the dining room 
on the third floor to the gymnasium 
on the seventh floor. I knew it was 
supposed to be a slow combustion build- 
ing. I thought of my friends on the 
Fourth street side and wondered if they 
had got out. 

“T saw Mrs. Magill being carried 
ecross the street. I didn’t recognize 
her at first, but later I did and spoke 
to her. I saw some woman, fully 
dressed, on the sidewalk and apparently 
endeavoring to get to the door of the 
club. It seemed to me that she was 
looking for someone. I went to the 
St. Regis Hotel. 

Bishop said he did not know gas was 
wsed in the building for any purpose. He 
bnew that each room was supplied with 
@ax candles to be used if anything went 
wrong with the electric lights. The elec- 
@ic lights were not out of order on the 
Bight of the fire, he said. 

“r always felt perfectly safe in that 
Building,’ said Bishop, ‘“‘because I felt 
Bhat they were very careful and that 
ghey conducted everything in accordance 
with the law.’’ 

Bishop said that about two years ago 
there was a small fire in the rear of 
the dining room floor, while parties 
were dining there, but it was quick] v 
extinguished. He understood it started 
in a pile of rags in the kitchen. 


Saye Elevator Fell to Basement. 
Claude W. Gignoux, 3664 Page avenue, 


testified he was in the grill room of the 
club about 2 a. m. when someone came 
in looking for Walter Fritsch, chairman 
of the House Committee, and said the 
building was on fire. At that moment 
Gignoux said he heard a shrill voice of 
gomeone, possibly @ woman, screaming 
*“Fire!’’ 


He ran into the lobby, he said, and

Then he ran to the rear elevator, 
where, he said, he met the watchman 
and engineer, neither of whom then 
knew the building was on fire. He told 
them and ordered them to get into the 
elevator and run it fast. He got into the 
car With them. 

At the third floor they were assailed 
by a blast of smoke and heat, which, 
Gignoux said, overcame him until he 
fell to his knees. Then he told the en- 
gineer to descend, and the car shot to 
the basement: When he returned to 
the firet floor, Gignoux said, he start- 
ed up the stairs to try to rescue some 
of the sleepers, but was restrained by 
companions.

Thin Shell Peeled Off. 

Photographs of the wrecked “inside 
csCape’”’ plainly show its flimsy construc- 
tion. The heat caused the corrugated 
iron shell to buckle and peel orr. The 
terrific heat at the top of this so-called 
fire escape is shown by the condition 
of the sheets of iron there. They are 
bent and shriveled and twisted. 

Smokestack builders say the greatest 
heat is always at the top of the stack. 
Before the M. A. C. fire had been burn- 
ing long the so-called inclosed escape 
was a smokestack. ‘The shriveled sheets 
of iron at the top of the shaft show how 
it acted as a flue to carry the flames 
from the third floor to the upper floors, 


where the lodgers were trapped.

““We have taken every possible precau- 
tion to Prevent a fire and every possi- 
ble precaution to provide escape in the 
event that one started. We have four 
stairways and three fire escapes. all of 
which are absolutely unobstructed. The 
halls are wide and are provided with 
two or three extinguishers on each floor. 
Red lights are placed in the halls to in- 
dicate the approaches to the fire escapes. 
A night watchman is employed to make 
rounds of the buildings and to ring in 
every hour. No refuse is permitted to 
accumulate anywhere. There is a fire 
alarm box at Laclede and King’s high- 
way, a short block away. 

“We resent the use of the expression 
that this hotel is ‘a fire trap—the worst 
there is.” The hotel is not, of course, of 
fireproof construction, but it is as safe 
as any hotel of its kind in the country 
and safer than most of them.

ESCAPED IN FIRE. 
TWO. ROOMMATES 
LOST THEIR LINES 


Carl Strauss Tells How Crouch 
and Allen Hancock Left M. 
A. C. Room Ahead of Him. 


The dramatic story of. how .Carl 
Strauss, president of the Meyer, Strauss 
& Rauh Garment Co. of 1508 Washington 
avenue, escaped from the Missouri 
Athletic Club fire, while his two room- 
mates, Burt Crouch and Allen Hancock, 
lost their lives, was told to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Saturday by Strauss. 

“Crouch and I had occupied room 49 
on the sixth floor of the club for eight 
months,” Strauss said. “Our room was 
on the south side of the building, ad- 
joining a large room at the southeast 
corner, in the turn of the building. 

We went to sleep about 1 a. m. Han- 
cock came in at 1:15 a. m. to sleep in 
our room. It was his custom to sleep 
with me when he stayed at the club. I 
was treating myself for an attack of 
grip and told him he had better go 
home, as I had rubbed my chest with 
medicines and had some flannels on it. 
He then went to bed with Crouch. 

“T had not been asleep lony until I 
was awakened by Crouch, who was 
shaking my arm violently. , 

““*Com@®’ he said, ‘the club’s on fire.’ 


or bed, and looked out of my window, 

and saw the flames shooting up past it. 

That awoke me completely. 
‘Roommates Went Out. 

“By the time I got out of bed Crotch 
and Hancock were going out of the door, 
Crouch in the lead and Hancock follow- 
ing him closely. I saw that they had 
seme clothes thrown across their arms. 

“That fact gave me an idea that I 
had time to get some clofhes. All the 
lights were out, but the room was 
grimly lighted by the flames. I think 
I slipped on my trousers and coat, and 
picked up a vest and an empty suitcase. 
Just think of it—picking up an empty 
suitcase in such an hour as that. 

“But I think the few seconds that I 
spent getting my clothes and the suit 
case saved my life. It looked like fate 
directed all my movements. 

“I started down the hall leading to 
the north, into which my room opened. 
I did not see which way Crouch and 
Hancock went, but I am sure they 
went down this same hall. | 

“By the time I had got half way down 
the hall, I was met by smoke and flame 
and driven back. I ran to a hall lead- 
ing to the west side of the building. 

Didn't Think of Fire Escape. 

“I know that I was cool and not ex- 
cited, and IL knew perfectly well where 
every fire escape on that building was, 
but the thought of a fire escape never 
eritered my mind. 

“Standing in the hall, I shouted at 
the top of my voice: ‘Which way out?’ 
A man named Buss opened the door of 
Orrick Bishop’s room at the southwest 
corner of the building and = shouted: 
‘Come to this room; here’s a fire es- 
cape.’ 

‘“‘When I shouted I was standing near 
the door of an inside room occupied by 
[. Weisberg. I was also near room 46 
Weisberg told me since the fire that my 
shouting awakened him and saved his 
life. He got out of his room and made 
his way to the fire escape. 


Climbed Down Escape. 
“T went through Bishop’s room, and 


climbed down the fire escape. Lee Wolf 
and several other persons were on the 
fire escape ahead of me. 

“Wolf became hysterical while goiiz 
down the fire escape. As he got near 
the bottom of the fire escape, within a 
few feet of safety, he seemed to lose 
control of himself, threw his hands in 
the air. and fell to the sidewalk. He 
is in the hospital now, severely injured.

WATCHMEN. BLOW 
SAFE GET $15,000 


Robbers Leave Men Prisoners 
When They Escape With 
the Payroll Cash.

CHICAGO, March 14.—Five armed rob- 


bers broke into the mail order branch of 
the Hartman Furniture Co. at 3913 Went- 
worth avenue today, blew open the of- 
fice safe, inspected its contents and 
threw aside valuable securities, discard- 
ed $40,000 in money orders and escaped 
with $15,000, the weekly payroll of the 
company. 

A basement window gave the robbers 
ingress.

The prosecution in the case of E. 
Fred Gerold, former City Treasurer of 
East St. Louis, under indictment on 4@ 
charge of withholding for himself $60,000 
of city funds, Saturday, introduced evi- 
dence of two other street improvement 
funds, in which expert accountants re- 
ported discrepancies, making the tota: 
amount of which evidence has so far 
been introduced $5720. 

Witnesses now have testified that 
there were discrepancies consisting of 
overpayment of bonds and coupons in 
10 special street improvement funds. 
The prosecution is said to have 17 addi 
tional funds in this line of evidence, 
which will make the total charge 
against Geroid on the special improve- 
ments more than $23,000. 

At the opening of the day’s session. 
D. J. Sullivan, representing Gerold, ob- 
jected to a charge in the bill of partic- 
ulars that Gerold had paid to himself 
$1000 on the pretense that he had paid 
it out as a judgment against the city 
in favor of Dr. U. 8S. Short. Sullivan 
said the grand jury, which returned the 
indictment on which Gerold is on trial, 
had not considered evidence of the Short 
case. He asked no order of the Court. 
and Thomas M. Webb, brother of 
State’s Attorney Webb, said the prose- 
cution was not ready to announce 
whether it would introduce evidence on 
that charge. 

$580 in One Fund. 

H. G. Ambrose, expert accountant, tes- 
tified he had found a discrepancy of $580 
in the Lincoln avenue, V. & C. R. R. to 
Twenty-fifth street improvement, and 
had found warrants and vouchers indi- 
cating that this amount, although paid 
tu Gerold in February, 1913, had al- 
ready been paid to Gerold’s predeces- 
ser, Frank Holten, in March, 1911. 

The prosecution introduced a copy of 
& voucher prepared by Ambrose, show- 
ing the payment to Gerold of $1015. Am- 
brose said that $580 of this amount was 
for coupons due Dec. 16, 1910, which the 
records showed had been paid to Holten 
in March, 1911. 

The records of the Treasurer's office 
were introduced to prove this conten- 
tion. 

The State next went into evidence of 
the improvement of Missouri avenue, 
Front street to Vandalia Railroad, in 
which fund it alleges there is a dis- 
crepancy of $690. 

$410 Already Paid. 

A voucher and warrant was intro- 
duced to show that Gerold in January, 
1913, received $3553.18 for bonds and cou- 
pons of this improvement. Ambrose tes-

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Gen. Car- 
ranza has consented to have American 
consuls to look after the interests of 
foreigners in parts of Mexico under 
control of the Constitutionalists where 
their own governments have no con- 
sular representatives. Where there are 
such representatives he suggests that 
even where their governments have rec- 

Ad ognized Huerta these consuls may unof- 
ficially communicate with him without 
involving their governments. 

‘Carranza also suggests his willingness 
to listen and heed any applications made 
to him directly by the friends and rela- 
tives of foreigners whose lives or prop- 
erty may be threatened and to make In- 
vestigation of every case and to punish 
any of his followers who may be cul- 
pable. 

What Carranza Says. 

This is the substance of a tele- 
graphic report made to Secretary of 
State Bryan today by American Con- 
sul Simpich at Nogales. The text of 
Gen. Carranza’s reply to Consul Sim- 
pich was as follows:

William Lorimer and Wilbur E. Crane, 
two of the three receivers ef the South- 
ern Traction Co., Saturday began ne- 
gotiations with financial interests to 
take up $500,000 of receivers’ certificates 
authorized by Federal Judge F. M. 
Wright in Danville, Ill. 

Lorimer came to St. Louls Friday 
night, bringing the certificates, and de- 
parted soon afterward for Chicago, 
while Crane remained in St. Louis to 
confer with St. Louis financiers. 

Crane said Saturday that the receiv- 
ers did not know whether the certifi- 
cates would be handled by St. Louis or 
Chicago banks. 

‘IT hope to be able to place them in 
St. Louis,’’ he said, “‘because I believe 
thac if more St. Louis money was in- 
vested in the Southern Traction Co. 
there might be a different sentiment 
here toward the road.’’ 

The certificates are issued in denom- 
inations, of $500 and $1000. They are a 
first lien on the property of the South- 
ern Traction Co., taking precedence over 
bonds.

T is another book by William de Mor: 
| gan and, therefore, it takes a long 
time for ghost to meet ghost, for 
that is the De Morgan way. Even when 
ghost has met ghost, well along toward 
the 700th page. there is not an end to 
it. Upwards of 200 pages more are use 
to tell of the felicities that come of 
their meeting. 

They are not real ghosts, or if “real 
ghosts” be deemed a contradiction of 
terms, they are got suppositional ghosts. 
They are not ghosts at all. If they were, 
perhaps they would get along faster 
and meet quicker. They are a pair of 
old ladies, twin sisters, who have #o 
long thought ¢ach other dead that when 
they meet it is as if ghost had met 
ghost. 

The scene fs for the most part England 
in the "50s, though !t must needs £0 
back quite a little to the beginning of 
the century, for that was when the 
twins were separated, and even some 2 
years further back into the eighteenth 
century, fnte the twins’ childhood. They 
had grown to young womanhood when 
their half-century separation was wick- 
edly contrived by the falsehood conr- 
veyed to each that the other had died. 
At the story’s beginning they have 
the thousands of miles of 
their original separation to an hour’s 
journey one from the other, and that 
has been the situation for 2% years. 

One might think that, when these two 
dear old souls who have so long suffered 
the sorrow of separation fall into the 
hands of an amiable gentleman like Mr. 
de Morgan, who knows that both are liv- 
ing and fully intends to bring them 
together, he would make haste, but Mr. 
de Morgan is nearly as old as the twins 
and twice as leisurely, so he employs 
his genius in keeping them apart while 
he soothes impatience with gentle hu- 
mor. Only one cannot help fearing, by 
and by, that one or both of the dear 
old ladies will die before the genial old 
gentleman géts ready to bring them to- 
gether. 

The bringing of the aged twins to- 
gether is not the whole story. It is 
doubtful if even De Morgan could fill 
862 closely printed pages with the tell- 
ing of that. There is a great deal more. 


‘There are many characters upon the 


drawing of which De Morgan bestows 
so much affection. They live therir 
lives and have their joys and sorrows 
and De Morgan tells about all the joys 
and ali the sorrows, without the loss 
of one, and there are a couple of ro- 
mances and no end of happenings, some 
of which matter more or less and some 
not at all, for telling about which De 
Morgap does not feel himself cailed 
upon to apologize. He does explain, 
though, here and there, that he has t» 
tell @brything that happened just be- 
cause it happened end not because it 
really has anything to do with the «f- 
fairs of the twins. 


There {is no disputing the power of his 
characterization, the charm of his gen- 
tle humor, his beautiful spirit, his mit- 
raculous command of the colloquial 
which breathes into his characters the 
breath of life, his ripe and mellow 
philosophy, his superlative literary qual- 
ity. But persons who have other things 
to do than read, and other things to 
read, would like him better if he were 
not so spacious, keeping in mind that 
the function of the novel is entertatn- 
ment and that the improvement of mind 
that may be vouchsafed by revelation 
of the life, speech and customs of the 
period dealt with is Incidental. (Henry 
Holt & Co.)

This is really the first work of its 
kind, since it is based on experiments 
which individualize the child. It is fas- 
cinating, as all studies of this nature 
are bound to be. It will interest not 
only teachers—and no teacher should 
fail to read this book—but parents par- 
ticularly. Parents understanding the 
type of mind which each of their chil- 
dren has will be able to direct the child 
early in life and also to suggest meth- 
ods of treatment to the teacher.

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THE TEST OF OFFICIAL COURAGE. 

Fire Chief Swingley’s inspectors report 27 
buildings as fire traps, and the inspection is by 
no means complete. Chief Swingley and his 
lieutenants deserve praise for the manner in 
whieh they are pushing the preliminary work 
of destroying St. Louis’ dangers. 

It remains to be seen how the city hall will 
act on the evidence reported by the Fire Chief. 
It takes bold officials, honest officials and in- 
dependent officials to exercise broad police pow- 
ers. A fireman directing the fight on a fire in 
progress would not hesitate to pull down adjacent 
walls or to destroy whole buildings in order to 
saveacity. A Mayor would not hesitate to order 
summary actions not described in ordinances to 
protect the community from plague. Any com- 
petent peace officers would act summarily ina riot. 
But when the danger or menace does not appear 
immediate or to demand instant action, officials 
are prone to go slow and fall back upon express 
delegated authority or await new legislation. 

The mistake their caution makes is in not 
reading the danger aright. A fire trap is @& 
menace now and more of a menace with each 
succeeding day. The time to destroy or repair 
a fire trap is before it catches fire. 

Police power is the law of self-preservation 
delegated to the people’s officers. It is the 
power to act on danger, to save life and health 
and protect the peace. It is ample in the hands 
of officials who have the courage to use it. It 
is always broadly construed in favor of the of- 
ficials who act upon it with the color or pre 
sumption of authority. It is the only unwritten 
law which officials may take into their own hands. 

The time to do away with fire traps is now. 
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A FIRE RECORD THAT APPALLS. 
In the 70 days from Jan. 1 to March 12, the 
Department responded to 868 


alarms, an average of 12 a day. While the fire 


‘} loss following most of these alarms was only nom- 
) inal, there were seven fires which inflicted a 


loss of more than $25,000 each. In the case of 21 
fires the loss exceeded $3000 each and the total 
loss inflicted amounted to $1,167,322. The loss 
attributed to the entire 868 fires was nearly $1,- 
500,000. : 

That the underwriters consented to end the 
boycott they began on Missouri business in con- 
sequence of bungling fire insurance legislation is 
most fortunate. The 70-day record, which, in 
point of the labor imposed on the fire fighters, 
surpasses anything before known in the city’s his- 
tory, makes savage demands on the official ca- 
pacity of the community. 

If the origin of some of these fires merits the 
attention of the police, the great loss in life and 
property merits the undivided attention of all 
authorities charged with the duty of minimizing 
damage by fire. 

The carelessness with agencies that may start 
fires is appalling. Easily ignited merchandise 
and other material have shockingly inadequate 
safeguards. The number of buildings, even pre- 
tentious ones, whose construction invites the 
sweep of flames 1s a public scandal. 

St. Louis cannot stand a continuance of the 
destruction of the past 70 days. It needs more 
fire-proofing and less civic piffle. That com- 
mission on fire loss reduction in Missouri will 
find its most urgent field right in this city. The 
public, deeply’ moved, clamors for extinction of 
the flimsy, man-killing fire trap. Neglect at this 
a) portune time of measures contributing to that 
end will be criminal. 
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OLD ROMAN EQUALIZERS. 
George H. Shields and Ralph W. Coale have 
been named by the Circuit bench as members of 
the Board of Equalization that will pass final 
judgment on the St. Louis tax rolls for 1914. 
George H. Shields and Ralph W. Coale are also 
two delinquent citizens who neglected to make a 
return this year of their taxable property to the 
Assessor. Under the statute a $1500 personal 
assessment was arbitrarily entered against the 
former and a $400 one against the latter. On 
both assessments the tax will be figured at a penal 
double rate. 
Just let Messrs. Shields and Coale, delinquent 
citizens in the matter of the annual tax returns, 
appeal from this righteous assessment, if they 
dare. Messrs. Shields and Coale, equalizers of 
the stern old Roman stripe, can be depended on 
to gee that the delinquent Messrs. Shields and 
Coale get all the equalizing that is coming to 
them. Instead of being decreased the assessment 
will be increased. 
Tt is the duty of Equalizers Shields and Coale to 
make such an example of this negligent Citizen 
Shields and this negligent Citizen Coale as will 
serve as a warning on assessment delinquency for 
a long time to come. 
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DO YOUR SWATTING EARLY. 

Do your swatting early—-first because it is 
wise, and second because the esteemed Republic 
offers to pay, cash down, 10 cents per 100 for flies 
killed between now and April 1, or All Fools’ Day. 

We also favor early swatting. The earljer the 
better. The earlier the fewer. Snow shovels 
make convenient swatters and we urge citizens 
while shoveling snow to keep a sharp lookout 
for the potential father or mother of computed 
billions of August flies. Incidentally, John D. 
Rockefeller should come here with his snow 
shovel and combine business with pleasure. 

To witness noble generosity in aid of a great 
cause stirs us to emulation. Accordingly we wil) 
pay 10 cents apiece for all flies swatted within 
the city limits between Lincoln's birthday and 
Washington's birthday, or February 12 to 22, in- 
clusive; each corpse to be accompanied by an affi- 
davit setting forth the circumstances of. the kilk 
ing, where the fly was found, and the names and 
addresses of two reputable witnesses. (We insist 
on this latter proviso for the protection of local 
aportsmen against pothunters who might be 
tempted to ship carloads of flies into this market 
from New Orleans and elsewhere, which would 
embarrass all of us financially.) 
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thém no protection. Aside from pecuniary mo- 
tives which, however great the rewards may be, 
are contemptible when compared to civic motives, 
citizens will do well to follow our valued con- 
temporary’s counsel—on the question of flies— 
and remember that a swat in time saves 9,999,- 
999,999 in fly time. 

Incidentally we welcome the valued Republic’s 
valuable aid in the new phase of fly-fighting 
which we began advocating weeks ago with the 
publication of Cleveland’s remarkable success in 
early swatting. 
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The Senate committee on the West Virginia 
coal strike submitted no recommendations.

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AROUSED PUBLIC OPINION. 

Councilmen Randall and Haller set an excel- 
lent example of civic spirit by joining the St.

If members of the Municipal Assembly 
who have hitherto obstructed action could £0 
ec far on the Haller-Randall road as to cease 
obstruction, a great victory would be gained. 

Obstructionists cannot do more than delay 
action and thus reap a greater condemnation. 
The movement is gaining in strength and volume 
every day. The spirit of progress and of united 
effort in behalf of progress is thoroughly aroused. 
This united community spirit cannot be stopped; 
it cannot be checked; it wil! vanquish all op- 
position and move on to other victories for the 
public welfare. 

The reports of volunteers who are taking 
signatures of votefs for the initiative petitions 
are full of encouragement. They testify elo- 
quently to aroused and crystallized public opinion 
in favor of bridge completion by a bond issue 
for the city’s approach. The percentage of re 
fusals to sign is so small that it is negligible. 
The conditions point not only to a quick and sat- 
isfactory conclusion of the petition campaign, 
but to victory in the bond election.

NEW LIGHT ON COMPETITION. 

Contrary to whai the opponents of public own- 
ership have always told us, it is not the public 
express company, but one of its powerful privately 
ewned rivals which, after little more than a year 
of competition, has decided to go out of business. 
Thus, the “great man” theory suffers another ter- 
rific jolt from the clenched fist of the democratic 
ideal. 
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DON’T TIE THE CITY’S HANDS. 
The freeholders Saturday night adopted this pro- 
vision for the proposed new city charter: 

All employes of the city must have been 
residents therein for at least one year, except 
in such cases as may be approved by the 
Efficiency Commission. 

The freeholders earlier provided that the May- 
or shall appoint the five directors of administra- 
tive departments; that each director shall ap- 
point the commissioners of divisions in his de- 
partment; that each director and each commis- 
sioner shall appoint a deputy, and that all of 
these appointments shall not be subject to ap- 
proval either by the Board of Aldermen or the 
Efficiency Commission. 

If nonresidents can be appointed only on ap- 
proval by the Efficiency Commission and if the 
Commission has nce power to approve or disap- 
prove of appointments of directors er commis- 
sioners, then it seems to be clear that none but 
residents of St. Louis can be -appointed as di- 
rectors or commissioners. 

Is this the purpose of the freeholders, or have 
they merely failed thus far to make their more 
liberal intention clear? 

No successful private corporation would or could 
afford to tie its hands in any such fashion. It 
would be absurd for the city corporation to do so. 

It may be presumed St. Louis will be able to 
find, among her own people, men competent to 
fill all posts at city hall. On the other hand, it 
niay sometime be expedient to employ a nonresi- 


dent of distinguished special ability—as Milwaukee 


some years ago cmployed, as health officer, to 
meet an emergency, a famous officer of the army 
medical corps; as Dayton employed Cincinnati’s 
city engineer to be city manager; as New York 
lately tried to employ Gol. Goethals for Police 
Commissioner. 

We doubt if the freeholders mean to make the 
new charter thus deprive this city of a Hberty 
enjoyed by other American cities. To do so 
would mark St. Louis with the stigma of extreme 
provincialism and declare the subordination of 
the efficiency ideal to the local hunger for office. 

Such a policy would be both unbusinesslike and 
humiliating. We trust the freeholders will re- 
frain from writing it into the new charter: that 
they will, to the contrary, leave the city as free 
as any other business corporation to employ the 
best administrative experts it can find, whether 
resident or nonresident. 

If it be desired, as a safeguard against abuse of 
this power, to have the appointments of nonresi- 
dents made subject to approval by the Efficiency 
Commission, no one, we believe, will object. 
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PAY FIRE FIGHTERS PROMPTLY. 

“A Fireman’s Friend” calls attention to the 
fact that the March 1 payday depleted the appro- 
priation to pay the city firemen, and that a new 
appropriation being necessary, the firemen will 
probably have to wait until the end of April for 
another payday. 

There is nothing new about this. On many oc- 
casions the delay has been much greater. The 
practice of stretching periods between paydays, 
regardless of the needs and rights of the city’s 
employes, has for years been a source of profit 
for the loan sharks. 

But it appears most unjust and ungrateful, 
especially at this time, to make the firemen wait 
for their wages, when, as the average citizen 
must feel, many of them are deserving of sub- 
stantial bonuses for unswerving bravery and in-

CANCERLESS KANSAS. 
From the Joplin Globe. 

By the discovery that in 15 adjoining 
counties in Kansas last year there was 
not even one death from cancer, the 
Kansas State Board of Health hopes 
to be able to learn valuable facts con- 
cerning the disease and possibly the 
cause of it, or the insect or element 
that is responsible for its spread. 

The 15 counties in question are in tho 
southwestern part of the State. They 
are not heavily populated, but in pro- 
portion to their population and to the 
prevalency of cancer elsewhere in the 
State, they would be expected to return 
at least eight or nine deaths from the 
disease, . 

Although the investigation has not 
yet really been begun, one member of 
the board already has suggested that 
the absence of cockroaches in the 
counties in question may have some- 
thing to do with the apparent immunity 
from cancer. The theory has been ad- 
vanced heretofore that these insects 
carry the disease, and it may develop 
that this instance will go far toward 
proving it.
